observations, trusting others will keep 
the ball rolling; for certainly an exchange 
of i-leas will be beneficial to all of us. 


THE SECOND CHOI'. 


We have had it clearly demonstrated 


in the last few years that our second 
crop of Muscats cannot bo successfully 
cured in the GUII. So we small farmers 
must look around for a cheap method of 
di-yinx' by artificial boat. Tho ^ar^y 
vincyardista arc already provided for" bv 
tbD Blatchley dryer, which, I believe, is 
very satisfactory, lint it stands to rea- 
soa that a farmer with but twenty, or 
even a forty-acre tract, could not indulge 
in a dryer costing from $3000 to $oQOO. 
Yet he cannot well afford to lose his 
second crop. 


Many have tried to solve the problem 


by putting stoves in out-houses, with 
but poor success (if success can be poor), 
burning tun grapes near the stove, while 
those farther removed from the heat 
milldew. 


But 1 know of a few dryers through the 


colonies which were as successful in ef- 
fect as the more expensive Blatcbley 
dryer. Thece" dryers are all built on 
nearly the same principle, viz.—a tight 
building of iiny si/.e or shape, according 
to desire, or reeds with furnace under- 
neath of brick—with pipes leading back 
through the building and out again to 
the pipes used as the chimney. •

roke into two pieces, the one crossing 
ie Atlantic to Amcric-.ii wbile the other 
irncd southeast through France, Spain 
nd Italy, until it was lost in the Medi- 
urranean—a course similar to that 
escribed by cholera. 
Influenza has sometimes originated so 
ir eastward as India, but most com- 
lonlv it has broken out in the north of 
urcpB, as Moscow, Warsaw or Dresden. 
It seems probable that, like the poison 


'. cholera Indica, its spread may be lim- 
ed to a small numborolplaces; spread- 
ig along the banks of eome principal 
ver, as shown in the years 172U, 1743, 
M5, 1775, 1782, 1833, 1837, and then 
iibsidini^ aitd again starting into life, 
pread as now, over the whole world. 


ENDEMIC AXD KPIOESriC. 


•The influenza, therefore, ia both en- 
eniic and epidemic; and,-in the latter 
ase, we find it in Europe spreading from 
ast to west iu the depths of winter as 
•ell as the height of summer, lasting 
early the same time in the ditTerenl 
)wns and cities it attacks, from four to 
ix weeks, affqcting contiguous places in 
iflerent degrees and at diflerent times. 
On studying the habits of this poison 


t may be found probable that its influ- 
ncc is not limited to man, for, in the 
pars when influenza has been epidemic 
similar disease haa been found nmoiiRS1 
orses and doge—as in the years 1726- 
f75. It is a disease of extraordinary 
apidity of progress, and as its difiusi 
iiity is great, so are its periods of recur 
ence frequent. Those cycles of its vis 
hation are as yet. beyond our compre 
leusion to explain.

ble. The Mexican Government recently 
purchasedl,000,000grapecuttings which 
will be distributed gratuitously to those 
who desire to plant vineyards in Mexico. 
About 1250 acres can be planted with 
that number of cuttings, and this action 
on the part of the Mexican Government 
may stimulate individuals to buy cut- 
tings or rooted vines for planting on 
.Mexican aoil. Mexico may become a

ot wine and raisins, and California vine- 
yardists should not close their eyes to 
this fact. 


CALIFORNIA VFIXE. 


DURING the eleven months ending 


November 30th 3,503,792 gallons of Cali- 
fornia wine were shipped from San Fran- 
cisco to New York by sea. The amount 
shipped overland by rail from various 
points in this state during the same time 
amounted to 3,949,400 gallons. The total 
number of gallons exported by land and 
se.1 was 7,465,520, valued ot $3,048,909, 
or nearly 41 cents per gallon. During 
the fust eleven months of 1888 the num- 
ber of gallons exported 
amounted to 


0,707,944, valued at $2,794,413. For 1K87 
the number of gallons wad 5,800,800, 
valued at $2,380,700. The production of 
wine was less this year than for 1837 or 
1888, and unless prices stiffen materially 
the falling off will continue next year, 
the grapes being dried instead of pressed.

Free trade 
discriminates in favor of the alien man- 
ufacturer who employs alien labor, the 
profits from which go to tho enrichment 
of a foreign nation. Which is most di- 
rectly iu line with patriotism and sound 
business principles. 


Free wool for our manufacturers means 


the ultimate destruction of the sheep 
business in the "United States. The de- 
struction of sheep-raising in this country 
can result only in higher prices for 
woolen goods after local competition is 
broken down, and in a heavy advance in 
the puces of -meat. The removal of the 
import duty on all kinds of manufacturei 
hardware, iron and steel would sount 
the death knell to those industries in 
this country. The aaroe ia equallv true 
of sugar, of raisins, oranges and dried 
fruits. It is only by encouraging home 
production that the United States can 
hope to prosper as a nation. As a peo- 
ple we must produce a surplus of raw or

Fresno ia to California what Denia is 


to Spain—the raisin center. Haisins 
are produced in considerable quantity in 


mu other sections of the state, but 


Fret-no county is now credited with pro- 
ducing more than one-half the annual 
erop of California. Fresno raisins have 
a reputation diatintly their own, and 
this reputation was honestly acquired. 
Our raisins areas well known in Bos- 
ton, New York and Chicago as those of 
Malaga or Valencia, and bring as good 
price* ;is the imported article. 


THE FIRST KAISIN8 


Produced in California, and marketed on 
their merits during successive years, 
wens put up by It. B. Blowers of Wood- 
land. Riverside growers then stepped 
tothefiont and proved beyond doubt 
that-as fine a grade of fruit could be pro- 
duced in great quantity in that section of 
Southern California. Ran Gabriel, in 
Ix>3 Angeles county, also became known 
about the eame time on account of the 
fine raisins produced there. Freano did 
not make any showing to epeak of in the 
production of raisins until 1SSI. But 
from that year her output has Ggured in 
all estimates of the annual raisin crop of 
California, hast year this county was

Over last year's shipments is therefore

For market they arc packed in twenly- 
iKmnd boxes, also halves, quarters and 
"cartoon" paper boxes of about two 
pounds each. The Spanish fruit is put 
up in twenty-two-pound IwxeB, and while 
it shows the stems on the surface with 
the fruit attached, the California goods 
show sm unbroken surface of fruit care- 
fully faced and with no stems in sight. 
Great progress has been made by Cali- 
fornia raisin-growers during the past few 
years, and with good judgment on the 
part of packers in using only genuine 
raisin grapes for firat quality raisina, 
their success in the future will be even 
greater than it haa been in the past. 
Malaga, Faher Zagos and other second- 
class^gtapes should not be packed as 
"Loose Muscatelles" any more than they 
should be put up as London Layers or 
Dehesia Clusters. Packers will perman- 
ently injure their business if any other 
grape than the Muscat of Alexandria ia 
used under tirst grade labels. We may 
as well attempt to market seedling or- 
anges as Navels. Perhaps success would 
attend the effort for one or two seasons, 
but our business would be ruined in the 
end.

EAISIN ORAl'ES. 


Kaisins are made from several varie- 


ties of grapes, each of which have some 
special feature to commend them. The 
true or genuine Malaya raisin is not the 
Malaga grape grown quite extensively in 
California vineyards, bat is the white 
Muscat of Alexandria, or the Mnacatcl 
de Uordo Blanco, tha hitter being so 
closely allied to each other as to be prac- 
ticallv the same. The Muscat is the 
true raisin grape. 
It is white, taming 


an amber color when ripe where exposed 
to the sunshine, and transparent when 
shaded from the sun's rays. It is pos- 
scfl?cd of a body or heavy pulp, con- 
tained by no other grape known to com- 
merce. 
It contains more saccharine 


matter than any other grape known and 
is rather too sweet to be palatable for a 
regular table grape, and also contains a 
strong musk-like flavor that few persons 
relish when first they meet it. As one 
becomes used to it, however, this feature 
of the grape adds to rather than detracts 
from ita value. The Malaga crape re- 
sembles the Muscat in size and color, is 
considered a better bearer, hut is lacking 
in sweetness and flavor. Another giapc 
that is used extensively for raisins ia the 
Faher /agos, also a white grape and ft 
very heavy bearer, hut inferior in every 
other respect oven to the Malaga, and 
unworthy comparison with the Muscat. 
The Seedless Sultana is a very choice 
littie raisin grape, the fruit of which IB 
superb for all u=us except where the 
raisins are served as desurt with other 
fniita. All of them grapes are grown in 
Fresno county, together with several 
hundred other varieties of wine, table 
and raisin grapes, but none yet tried 
gives such universal satisfaction as the 
Muscat for raisins.
